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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The application filed 2/14/04 has been examined. Claims 1-15 are pending. 

2. The drawings are objected to because blocks 14, 56 and 72 of Fig. 1 and blocks 111 
and 113 of Fig. 5 must be labeled with suitable legends. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, 
even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate 
figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining 
figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the 
several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary 
to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the 
filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" 
or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action.

3. Claims 11-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

A. As per claim 11, at line 2 "said transmission" lacks antecedence. 
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B. As per claim 13, the claim is unclear as recited. It is suggested lines 3-4 be 
rewritten as -any one of ... and 

C. All claims depending from a rejected base claim are also rejected as containing 
the same deficiencies. 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claims contain subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with 
which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

A. As per claims 1 and 11, the claims utilize a "confidence factor" in determining 
whether to inhibit simultaneous application of first and second clutches. The 
specification at paragraph [0039] discusses using a look-up table to provide increments 
to the prior cycle's "calculated shift confidence factor CF", but fails to disclose how 
the prior confidence factor is calculated (see also Fig. 5). It is unclear how the initial 
or prior confidence factor is arrived at such that it may be incremented by values set 
forth in the look-up table. One of ordinary skill in the art would have required a 
description of how to calculate the initial confidence factor in order to increment it as 
claimed. Although claim 8 does not explicitly use the term "confidence factor", it is 
clear that the "predetermined relationship" recited is referring to the confidence factor 
since the error quantities are the same parameters used to determine the increments for 
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modifying the confidence factor as set forth in claims 1 and 11. Dependent claims 2-7, 
9 and 12-15 incorporate the deficiencies of their respective base claims. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited documents disclose various transmission control processes used in hybrid 
powertrains.
